Woodrow Wilson was born and 
raised in the south and as his aunt 
said “he had the education of a gentle- 
man.” He attended a private school 
where he finished his preparatory edu- 
cation and from there he went to a law 
school. As a youngster, he had always 
been very delicate, had to wear glasses 
and had often been compelled to 
leave school because of his health. He 
had been at law school only a short 
‘ime-when ill health again interrup-

Require Bond 


of $750,000 


Within two years, a union junior 
college for Orange county may be 
realized. That prospect is visioned 
by Principal D. K. Hammond. 

Recent developments have pointed 
in a decided trend toward the mer- 
ger of the Santa Ana and the Fuller- 
ton institutions. The Santa Ana 
board of education is actively endor- 
sing the project and the Fullerton 
college administration favors it: ; 

The plan, according to the present 
outline, would call for the construc- 
tion of a half million dollar building 
on a 40 acre campus at a central 
location in the county. A bond issue 
of $750,000 would be required. 

Unless the county junior college 
project meets with support, Santa 
Ana will probably build a separate 
structure on the high school campus, 
Hammond said. A new building may 
be erected to relieve conditions until 
the county college is constructed, it 
was explained. i 

“In a few years, the expansipn of 
the high school will make nec ssary 
additional rooms and another build- 
ing would serve that purpose,’% the 
principal said. 

Plans formulated call for the in- 
clusion of vocational and agriculture 
courses in the curriculum of the new 
college. One of the strongest argu- 
ments martialed in favor of the cen- 
tralized college is that extensive 
training in practical vocations and 
in the cultivation of semi-tropical 
fruits can be given. 

“High school education should pro- 
vide a cultural background,” Ham- 
mond said .“That is due every stu- 
dent. Under our present limitations, 
we can not go beyond that but a 
county junior college would be large 
enough to have the equipment that 
is needed. . 

“From the financial standpoint, 
Santa Ana would benefit by having 
the tax apportionment for the sup- 
port of the college, distributed over 
the county,” Hammond added. 

The probable location for the cen- 
tralized college would be near Orana 
according to outlines, 

An opening enrollment of 600 
students is predicted should the col- 
lege be ready to receive students by 
1928. The number would exceed the 
combined enrollment of Santa Ana 
and Fullerton junior colleges. 

Unsatisfactory conditions have re- 
sulted from the joiont operation of 
high school and junior college, Ham- 
mond stated. Experiments in educa- 
tional methods are said to have 
proved that the separation of the 


junior college is advisable.

ted his education. When he was nine- 
teen he entered Princeton University 
which became a great factor in his 
full life. For four happy years he 
worked and played at the great Uni- 
versity which he loved. There he 
formed most of the strongest friend- 
ships. of his life. When he graduated 
from Princeton he had made an ath- 
letic letter,not because of prestige in 
athletics but because of the loyal 
support which he always gave the 
team. He also won honors in debating 
and was a member of the Glee Club. 
After leaving Princeton he wrote to 
one of his old classmates and said 
that he could not overcome the feel- 
ing of loneliness which was so big. 
The young graduate turned his atten- 
tion to teaching and held his first 
position in Bryn Mur. He did not 
enjoy his work there nearly as much 
as he did that at Elton where he held 
his next position. There he coached a 
winning football team and worked 
with debating. The return of Wilson 
to his Alma Mater as a professer is 
« delightful chapter in his life 
there he was the most popular of the 
tcachers. For years he held the reputa- 
tion of being the most popular mem- 
ber of the faculty and so it is small 
wonder that when Princeton needed a 
new president, they turned to Wilson. 

As President of Princeton, Wilson 
met many trials and finally he was 
forced to resign because of his views 
on the subject of fraternities. He 
refused a gift of one mlilion dollars 
rather than give up his policy but 
when ten millions were endowed, 
the battle was lost. 

The next position held by Wilson 
kept him before the eyes of the 
world even more than his former 
one had. He was elected Governor 
of New Jersey and while he held 
that position a man came to him as 


for | 


his secretary who is a most dmport- 
ant figure in his life. That-man was 
Tumulty. There is but:one-other who 
occupies a place of. more importance 
with Woodrow Wilson and that is 
Colonel E. M. House. 

We all know more or less about 
the presidental years in which the 
trials of a world torn by hate and 
war lay upon his shoulders. Miss 
Lasby brought out the fact that 
Wilson was only trying to keep 
America out of war for the good of 
the world; that the moment it be- 
came necessary he signed the de- 
claration of war. 

When Wilson crossed’ the Atlan- 
tic to represent America in the 
League of Nations and failed in his 
mission, everyone was full of con- 
demnation. The broken, aged by 
trouble, man who had labored so 
faithfully was bitterly assaulted by 


|the people. Yet now we have come 


to realize that Woodrow Wilson is 
one of the three great Americans— 
Washington, Lincoln and Wilson. 
Miss Lasby gave a vivid picture 
of the death of Wilson and of how 
the crowds knelt in the snow out- 
side his home in Washington. The 
sadness was all the more poignant 
because these people who knelt and 


prayed for him were those whom he]: 


did not know because so many of 
his friends had slipped away in his 
last years. And in his funeral pro- 
cession, Tumulty, the most faithfull 
of them all, marched last. 

The students went away from 
assembly with the thought in their 
minds that no matter how right a 
man thinks his ideas are, he must be 
amenable to the suggestions of 
others. Only sorrow and grief’ can 
come from a course of lonely and 
proud solitude with no influence 
from either friend or enemy.
